26. (Currently Amended) A computer memory containing a compound 
browsing data structure comprising: 

a plurality of browse graphs, each browse graph comprising a 
plurality of relations used to access a body of subject data, wherein the 
plurality of relations is different in each of the plurality of browse graphs, 

such that the subject data may be accessed using any one of the 
plurality of browse graphc. graphs: and 
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wherein the compound browsing data structure further comprises a 
plurality of data portions collectively constituting the subiect data, and , 
wherein each of the browse graphs specify a location in the browse graph 
for each of the plurality of data portions. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
submission of a terminal disclaimer oyercomes the obyiousness-type double patenting 
rejection. Applicant's amendment and remarks overcomes the rejection citing Mangat et 
al. under 35 USC 102(b). The prior art of record fails to teach a browse graph having 
different node structures. Also, claim 27 has been incorporated into the limitations of 
independent claim 26 because the prior art fails of record falls to disclose the limitation 
of a compound browsing data structure further comprises a plurality of data portions 
collectively constituting the subject data, and wherein each of the browse graphs specify 
a location in the browse graph for each of the plurality of data portions.
